TWO WOMEN SHOT TO DEATH 
AT THEIR HOME IN MILWAUKEE 


Woman and Daughter Slain, Police 
Say, by Latter’s Estranged 
Husband. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 13. — 
Mrs. Clara Frostad, 27 years old, 
was shot to death, and her mother, 
Mrs. Gunderson, 62, fatally wound- 
ed tonight at the Frostad flat. Of- 
ficers sought Clara’s husband, Sid- 
ney Frostad, after the slaying. 

Police said they learned from 
Mrs. Gunderson, who died in a hos- 
pital, that Frostad, a painter and 
decorator, had been estranged from 
his wife. 

The mother and daughter had 
returned tonight from California, 
police said. Frostad walked into 
the flat and fired without warning. 
Mrs. Gunderson rushed from an- 
other room, she told officers, and 
her son-in-law shot her. 

He fled in an automobile, police 
said.

“Nothing to say, if your 
please,” Rowe interjected. 

“In conformity with the verdict 
of the jury,” Judge Nolte continued, 
“the Court will now pronounce sen- 
tence and sentences you to a term 
of 20 years in the State peniten- 
tiary.”’

Shows No Emotion. 


Rosegrant cast his eyes down, 
showed no emotion. Rowe motioned 
to him to return to his seat, and 
then asked that his client be ad- 
mitted to bail. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Wolfe declared that the State was 
in opposition to bail, basing his ar- 
gument on Section 3746, Revised 
Statutes of 1929, which provides 
that in all cases except where the 
defendant is under sentence of 
death or life imprisonment, a court 
of competent jurisdiction may ad- 
mit him to bail pending appeal. 

The Prosecutor contended that 
the use of the word “may” rather 
than the mandatory “shall” indicat- 
ed that the granting of appeal was 
discretionary with the Court. Rowe, 
however, cited Supreme Court deci- 
sions wherein it had been decided 
that bail in such cases was manda- 
tory. 

There was a short recess, during 
which Prosecutor and defense law- 
yer conferred with Judge Nolte in 
chambers. Judge Nolte then _ re- 


Rowe sug- 
gested it should be about $25,000, 
to which the Court rejoined, “I 
think it should be $30,000 at least.”

PAPAL BENEDICTION BY RADIO 
TO END EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS 


Major U. S. Networks Will Carry 
Pope’s Words at 9:30 A. M. 
Today.

BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 13. — A 
great crowd gathered in Palermo 
Park this afternoon to hear Mgr. 
E‘asolino, Archbishop of Santa Fe, 
Argentina, speak on the _ third 
theme of the Eucharistic Congress. 
His theme was “Christ the King in 
the History of Latin America and 
especially in the Argentine Repub- 
lic.” 

The Congress will end tomorrow 
in a great procession of the Holy 
Sacrament. Pope Pius will impart 
his benediction by radio from the 
Vatican City station. 

(The broadcast will be carried by 
the major United States networks 
about 9:30 a. m., St. Louis time.) 

Hundreds of thousands gathered 
in the 1400-acre park today. The 
center of the service was a gleaming 
white cross, 105 feet tall, sur- 
rounded by benches seating 250,000, 
but which could by no means ac- 
commodate the throng, extending 
far behind the last row of seats in 
every direction.

They 
were married 12 years ago, she 
said, and had two children, one of 
whom was dead. 

At St. Mary’s Hospital, where 
Hogan was taken and pronounced 
dead, it was said he had suffered 
concussion of the brain. A rela- 
tive said he had been suffering from 
a brain tumor for several years.

California Supreme Court 
Holds State Did Not 
Prove David A. Lamson 
Guilty of Murder. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 13.—Da- 
vid A. Lamson was granted a new 
trial today for the murder of his 
wife, the Supreme Court of Califor- 
nia ruling the State had failed to 
prove him guilty. 

“A majority of the justices of this 
court feel that Lamson is guilty, 
but the State failed to prove it,” 
said Chief Justice William H. 
Waste in a statement. 

The Chief Justice did not men- 
tion this phase further, but in a 
statement “for the court” he said 
the case had been given the most 
minute study by the individual jus- 
tices. 

In its formal decision the court 
declared the State’s evidence at 
Lamson’s trial in San Jose for the 
death of Mrs. Allene Lamson, in 
their Stanford campus home Mem- 
orial day, 1933, was no stronger 
than mere suspicion. Lamson was 
connected with the publishing di- 
vision of Stanford University. 

“It is better that a guilty man 
escape than to condemn to death 
one who may be innocent,” the 
court added. “Every statement of 
the defendant capable of verifica- 
tion tends to support his claims. 
| It is true he may be guilty, but the 
| evidence thereof is no stronger than 
| mere suspicion.” 


| Four Separate Opinions.

PECS, Hungary, Oct. 13—-More 
than 1000 coal miners here have 
sent up from their workings an ul- 
timatum that they will kill them- 
selves by shutting off air in the 
shaft if their demands for higher 
wages are not met. 

The miners have been  under- 
ground more than 48 hours, refus- 
ing food. Six men stand at the en- 
trance with axes, permitting no one 
to go down. 

“Rather than suffer the slow 
pangs of death by starvation we 
will commit suicide by smothering 
ourselves unless you grant our de- 
mands within 12 hours,” the ulti- 
matum stated. 

The Danube Steam Navigation 
Co., which owns the mine, refused, 
however, to order a wage increase. 
The miners are receiving about $2 
weekly. They ask for $3.50.

Prof. Pearson of Cornell 
Gives Observations While 
on Trip Abroad to New 
York Audience. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Prof. F. 
A. Pearson of Cornell University, in 
an address today before the Young 
Men’s Board of Trade, declared 
moderate revaluation of currency 
through -an advance in the price of 


gold was “the best protection 
against inflation.” 

“Wild inflation will not occur in 
this or any other country that has 
had a substantial advance in the 
price of gold,” he told his audience. 

Dr. Pearson has collaborated with 
Dr. George F. Warren, one of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s monetary advis- 
ers, in extensive studies of price 
fluctuations in relation to the value 
of gold. 

Just back from a trip abroad, Dr. 
Pearson predicted England would 
stay off gold “for some time” and 
told of improvement in economic 
conditions in countries in the so- 
called “sterling area.” 

He termed England’s policy of 
letting the pound seek its “natural 
level” the “most constructive force 
in the world today.” 

The British, he explained, uncon- 
sciously are demonstrating “to this 
and other countries that it is pos- 
sible to maintain a sound currency 
that is not tied to a fixed value of 
gold and that it is possible to main- 
tain a stable price level even during 
very unstable times in a very un- 
stable world.” 


Interruption in Recovery. 


Acknowledging that there had 
been some interruption in_ the 
course of recovery in the United 


States, Dr. Pearson hinted it might 
be due to too much regimentation. 
He noted particularly that En- 
gland’s recovery thus far had been 
“minimum of 
regimentation.” While not men-

X-ray Diagnosis Shows Need for 
Surgery in Case of Emmett V. 
Thompson Jr. 


Emmett V. Thompson Jr., who 
has been unconscious at St. Louis 
County Hospital more than 19 
weeks as a result of injuries suf- 
fered in an automobile accident, 
must be operated on before he will 
regain consciousness, X-rays taken 
following the diagnostic procedure 
show, according to the physician in 
charge of the case. 

The procedure of diagnosis con- 
sisted of forcing oxygen into the 
spinal cerebral column through a 
hollow needle in an effort to learn 
whether there is a cyst or blister 
formation pressing on the brain or 
spinal column. By a variation of 
the air pressure as it is forced 
through the spinal column, sur- 
geons are usually able to determine 
the presence of such a cyst or blis- 
ter formation. X-rays can then be 
taken to determine the location.

INSULL'S PROMISE 
OF PROFITS FALSE, 
PROSECUTOR SAYS 


Asserts Corporation Securi- 
ties Co. Had ‘‘No Pros- 
pect” of Earning $1.42 a 
Share.

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—An alleged 
earning of $1.42 came into focus 
today as one of the key figures 
with which the Govrenment hopes 
to “prove a $100,000,000 swindle” 
case against Samuel Insull and his 


16 associates. The $1.42 was what 
investors were told—in writing and 
through the mail the Corporation 
Securities Co. would earn in 1930, 
per share, the Government con- 
tends. 

Over this and another item of 
$80,000,000, has raged a fight for 
which Assistant United States At- 
torney Harold Huling’s auditors 
have been preparing since they first 
went into Insull’s books. 

The prosecutors may rely most 
heavily on these two figures to 
win the big point of their case— 
fraud—if other and bolder claims 
about the stock are thrown out in 
the final fight over evidence. They 
are using them already in an at- 
tempt to check Insull’s expected de- 
fense that he is guilty of nothing 
worse than misjudgment, and went 
down with the depression. 

Clash Over Assets. 

The $80,000,000 represents’ the 
corporation’s assets as allegedly de- 
scribed when investors were invited 
to sign up in 1929. The jury heard 
both these figures vigorously at- 
tacked and defended. 

It will be the Government’s con- 
tention that only highly artificial 
bookkeeping could account for the 
$80,000,000 figure; that the corpo- 
ration had no earnings in pros- 


pect at all, and that use of the 
figures was a deliberate fraud. 
The defense already has de- 


veloped testimony seeking to show 
that both figures were proper, and 
inferring that ecnly ethical motives 
inspired their use. 

Today’s session of the trial dis- 
closed an agreement between nine 
broker: that while they were sell- 
ing 1,250,000 shares of common 
stock in the corporation they would 
go into the market and “take care 
of it.” The agreement covered 60 
days after Apr.] 24, 1930. Some 
397 dealers, including the nine, were 
selling common stock in the cor- 
poration at that time. 

An Insull comnany handled this 
market operation, according to a 
letter signed by F. H. Scheel, one 
of the defendants, introduced in

Hyde, who wrote the two opinions, 
overruled defense claims that the 
suits could not be maintained, be- 
cause at the time they were insti- 
tuted the property was in the cus- 
tody of the United States Govern- 
ment, pending. disposiiton of Fed- 
eral libel suits for unpaid whisky 
taxes, and therefore was not sub- 
ject to State taxes. 
The Government libel proceed- 
ing, to collect unpaid whisky taxes, 
grew out of the “milking” of the 
distillery early in 1923, when nearly 
900 barrels of whisky stored there 
was illegally withdrawn. 
Motlow was owner of the realty 
and leased it to the distilling com- 
pany, of which he was the prin- 
cipal stockholder. Motlow sold his 
distilling company stock in June, 
1923.

PROTESTANTS ASSAIL 
NAZI CHURCH HEADS 


In Manifesto Denounce Hitler’s 
Bishop and Commissioner as 
“Tools of Satan.”’

MUNICH, Germany, Oct. 13. 
Adolf FWitler’s church leaders, 
Reichsbishop Ludwig Mueller and 
Dr. August Jaeger, Commissioner 
of Protestant Churches in Prussia, 
were called “tools of satan” in a 
manifesto issued today by the Con- 
fessional Synod, which is the back- 


bone of Protestant opposition to 
Nazi religious poiicies. 

The Ten Commandments are de 
nied by the Reichschurch, the mani- 
festo asserts.

ON GERMAN BOND COUPONS 


Morgan Statement on Amounts Due 
Tomorrow—Remainder Payable 
in Reichmarks. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—J. P. Mor 
gan & Co., on behalf of the trustees 
of the German external loan of 1924 
(Dawes plan), announced today 
that they had received funds suffi- 
cient to pay 50 per cent of the 
amounts due on coupons of the 
loan maturing on Oct. 15. The 
statement said that holders of the 
coupons “may present them to 
paying agents in the usual manner, 
whereupon 50 per cent of their nor 
mal amount will be paid. The coue 
pons will be marked by perforation 
50 per cent paid and returned to 
the presenter.” 

Announcement was made by the 
Reichsbank in Berlin yesterday 
that one-half of the amount due on 
the coupons would be paid in for 
eign exchange and the remainder 
in reichsmaks, which may be uti- 
lized in Germany only, or sold at 
the prevailing discount of from 30 
to 40 per cent.

largest set—a radio-phonograph 
combination—having four power 
tubes in the final stage.

The two speakers are so mounted 
in large cabinets, free from “boom” 
affects, that the rears of the 
speakers are confined, so there is 
no radiation against the walls to 
produce echo effects, and the 
speakers are “loaded” for greater 
efficiency.

Hunters! Count Your Ducks! 

The 1934 season on waterfowl shooting in Missouri opens Fri- 
day, Oct. 19, and continues over a 10 weeks’ period to Dec. 
Shooting, however, is limited to Fridays, 
The U. S. Biological Survey has made the following statement as to 


Federal bag limits: 


“The Federal bag limit on wild 
ducks is 12, but eider ducks, canvas- 
backs, redheads, greater scaups, 
lesser scaups, ringnecks, blue- 
winged teal, green-winged teal, cin- 
namon teal, shovelers, and gadwalls 
included in the 12 may not total 


more than five. 


“These five may all be of one 
species, or they may represent dif- 
ferent species of the restricted class 
—but in no case may the total num- 
ber of ducks belonging to these 11 
species exceed five. The number 
of ducks representing other spe- 
cies that may be hunted is limited 
only by the provision that the total 
bag of all ducks taken may not ex- 
ceed 12, 

“Thus, the duck hunter may take 
a dozen mallards, or he may take 
a dozen pintails—or six mallards 
and six pintails, or eight mallards 
and four pintails, or any combina- 
tion of these birds that does not 
total more than 12. But if he takes 
the maximum and includes in his 
dozen the species for which the 
limit is further restricted he will 
have bags like the following: Seven 
mallards plus five canvasbacks; or 
four mallards and three pintails 
plus one @ider duck, one canvas- 
back, one redhead, one scaup and 
one ringneck; or five pintails and 
two mallards plus two canvasbacks, 
two redheads and one ringneck. In 
nc cage may he take more than 12 
ducks in one day.

BUILDING REPAIRS 
SHOW BiG JUMP 
IN DOLLAR VALUE 


September Volume Up 50 
Per Cent Offsets Decline 
in New Residential Con- 
During Last 


struction 


Month. 


Alterations, additions and repairs 
to all kinds of property in the 
United States gained approximately 
50 per cent in dollar volume during 
September, as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year, 
it has been announced by the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration. 

Based upon figures compiled by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics from 
525 cities in every State, the Hous- 
ing Administration reported that 
permits for property improvements 
costing $9,904,692 were issued during 
last month. The September, 1933, 
tota! for similar work was $6,495,- 
495, while the August, 1934, figures 
for the same type of work was $8,- 
960,276. 

The statistics cover the period 
immediately following the launch- 
ing of the property modernization 
and repair program of the Federal 
Housing Administration, which is 
now in full swing in more than 
2500 communities, with private 
lending agencies advancing funds at 
the rate of $1,000,000 daily under 
the Administration’s insured loan 
plan. The latter figures do not in- 
clude cash that is going into re- 
pairs from private sources, the vol- 
ume of which reached $2 to each 
$1 of insured loans in the case of at 
least one city. 

The extraordinary increase in 
repair work, as reported in the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics figures, 
more than offsets a decline in new 
residential construction, which 
dropped approximately 22 per cent 
in September this year as compared 
with the same month of 1933. The 
figures for this field of building ac- 
tivity were: September, 1933, $6- 
721,510; August, 1934, $5,391,642, and 
September, 1934, $5,245,942. 

Non-residential construction, the 
figures show, gained slightly over 
1933, but the September figure for 
this year was a decrease as com- 
pared with the preceding month, 
The totals for this type of work 
were: September, 1933, $8,075,445; 
August, 1934, $11,648,015, and Sep- 
tember, 1934, $10,547,280. 

Comparison of the figures reveals 
that alterations, additions and re- 
pairs represented an investment 
nearly twice as much in dollar cost 
as in new residential construction, 
and slightly more than $1,000,000 


less than the total spent for non- 
residential new building.

Eclipsing all existing Class C 
stock car records on the Indianap- 
olis Speedway, a six-cylinder Hup- 
mobile sedan recently exceeded the 
250-mile record on the two and a 
half mile course by more than 15 
miles per hour. 

In a report just made public by 
the factory, the run—half the dis- 
tance of the annual May 30 derby 
for specially built racing cars—was 
made following completion of rou- 
tine engineering tests on the rough 
brick oval. Because of the run’s 
impromptu nature and the fact that 
the test was not conducted under 
A. A. A. supervision, Hupmobile 
does not claim an official track 
record although the car was timed 
by stop watches handled by Indian- 
apolis newspaper inen. A. E. Wal- 
den, former racing driver now at- 
tached to Hupmobile’s engineering 
department, drove the car. 

The approved “elapsed time” 
chronometer showed a total of only 
three hours, nine minutes, 58.8 se_- 
onds elapsed time for the 250 miles. 
This represents an average speed 
of more than 79 miles an hour for 
the run which was made without a 
single stop. The speed is nearly 
15 miles an hour faster than the 
Class C stock-car record officially 
recorded in the 1932-33 edition of 
the A. A. A. contest board record 
book.

Had it not been that I have been an eye- 
witness many a time during the war of the 
resolute tranquillity with which the French 
people faced a tremendous crisis in their 
history, I might have come to the conclusion 
that they too easily lose their heads. The 
facts in this case, however, as they have come 
out, indicate that the failure was entirely due 
to carelessness and lack of intelligence of 
two or three men at the top. 


Not Like Sarajevo 

The French public have reasons for their 
indignation. Resignation of Sarrant, Minister 
of the Interior, and the suspension of the 
official directly responsible for arrangements 
were inevitable. 

The Marseilles murders have shocked the 
world and there is naturally a good deal of 
uneasiness lest they should have disastrous 
repercussions. The assassination of Princes is 
an ominous reminiscence ever since the 
murder of Grand Duke Ferdinand in 1914. 
Besides, it is a bad moment for such an out- 
rage to occur. 

Europe is in such an inflammable condition 
and the fierce newspaper war recently con- 
ducted between Italian and Serb has enbit- 
tered the relations which have always been 
strained. Still, there is no reason to take too 
anxious a view of the situation, but in order 
to avoid a panic it is important to emphasize 
the real causes of this ghastly affair. 

The murder of King Alexander is not in 
the same category as the tragedy of Sarajevo, 
for it was not provoked by any international 
quarrels or hatred, and therefore there is no 
reason why it should excite any international 
passions. It is the outcome of a bitter 
internal quarrel inside his own kingdom, in

The Croats are a courageous and well- 
educated community and it is one of the mis- 
fortunes of Yugoslavia that they have not 
been able to work in harmony with their 
equally courageous brethren south of the 
Danube. 


Alexander’s Qualities 

Not the least of these misfortunes is the 
murder of this able monarch. To Serbia, 
his death is an irreparable loss, for he was 


a ruler of exceptional character and 
capacity. 
It will be difficult to find a man who 


can handle the warring political and racial 
factions of Yugoslavia with the strength and 
authority which Alexander exerted. 

I met him soon after the war at the height 
of the controversy between Yugoslavia and 
Italy about the port of Fiume. He came over 
to Paris to support his chief Minizter, the 
sagacious Pashitch, in his endeavors to effect 
a settlement of that controversy. 

I had several personal interviews with him 
and I thought him a man of high intelligence 
and firm purpose. The inflexibility of his 
Slovene and Croat Ministers thwarted all his 
efforts to attain an agreement with Italy 
over this dispute. They were quite obdurate 
and would not give way. 

The terms offered by Italy were highly 
advantageous to Serbia and Yugoslavia as a 
whole. But as they were not so favorable 
to Croatia, the Croats rejected them and pro- 
posals then assented to by Italy were never 
repeated. I have always thought that this 
failure left a germ of bitterness in the royal 
heart toward that section of his-subjects. 


Tracing the Causes 

But however much one deplores murder 
under any conditions, and however much 
One recognizes the great and even heroic per- 
sonal qualities of the departed monarch, one

sibility for the conditions of which he was 
to become the most distinguished victim. 

‘His is the latest, and we must hope the 
last, in a series of assassinations and at- 
tempted assassinations which have embit- 
tered relations between these two fine races 
—Serbs and Croats, 

The Croat leader Raditch was foully shot 
down in the Parliament at Belgrade by 
a Serbian Deputy. Two other Croatian 
Deputies were hit by bullets at the same 
time. The only result of this outrage has 
been that the two wounded Croatian ‘Deputies 
shortly after their recovery were sent to 
serve long terms of imprisonment by order 
of King Alexander’s Government. 

The King had all the defects of his 
qualities. He was courageous—he was tena- 
cious, but he lacked the wise flexibility which 
is essential to real greatness and which 
would have prevented the qualities of real 
nobility which he undoubtedly possessed 
from degenerating into relentless obstinacy. 

Provoked by the intractability of some of 
the Croatian leaders, he stamped out the 
liberties of Croatia. He thus lost the affec- 
tions of a very fine community amongst his 
subjects. 


Croatia’s Modest Demands 

The Croatians, who were Austrian subjects 
before the war, had in 1919 voluntarily 
sought union with their brethren across the 
Danube. They contributed to the new king- 
dom of Yugoslavia the valuable attributes of 
a well-educated people. Inside the Austrian 
Empire they had enjoyed educationa!] advan- 
tages which had been denied to their poor 
brethren further south. In the uniun with 
Serbia they claimed no superiority and they 
asked for no special privileges as condition 
of their entry into the new kingdom. They 
only expected to enjoy the right of self- 
government in purely provincial affairs, 
which they had already sought from the Aus- 
trian empire, and which the Prince who was

A MOMENTOUS LABOR DECISION. 

Of major significance for the future of the Amer- 
ican labor movement is the decision of the American 
Federation of Labor to organize workers in the auto- 
mobile, cement, aluminum, steel and other mass pro- 
duction industries on vertical industrial rather than 
horizontal craft lines. The organization of labor by 
crafts was admirably suited to an economy of handi- 
‘eraft operation, small-scale production and petty 
trade. It has become an anachronism in an economy 
of mechanized mass production. The decision to or- 
ganize vertically recognizes the realities of the pres- 
‘ent industrial set-up. It should equip labor more 
‘effectively to fight for its share in the product of 
| the machine. 

Labor, organized by crafts, has been powerless to 
attain its common objectives. It has faced employers 
whose structural organization was industrial. Where 
they were united, the workers have been divided. 
Labor has utterly failed, therefore, to organize the 
manufacturing industries which characterize 


great 


‘modern industrialism. 


lnionism has flourished only in transportation, in 
construction, in the service industries and in other 
relatively sheltered trades, The mass of factory 
workers have enjoyed none of the benefits of collec- 
tive representation. 

Craft structure, at the same time, has been a 
nuisance to the employer. Craft has quarreled with 
craft over their respective jurisdictions. Great op- 
erations, involving thousands of men, have been held 
up while one union contended with another ag to 
which should handle a relatively insignificant part 
of the work. It is not difficult to see why employers 
have hesitated to do business with groups whose in- 
ternal differences so frequently operate to throw the 
industrial machine out of gear. Nor is it difficult 
to: see why the company union, organized indus- 
trially, has enjoyed such a remarkable growth. The 
new form of organization should enable the federa- 
tion to compete more effectively with the company 
union for the allegiance of the worker. Moreover, 


‘it should make the independent union more accept- 
‘able to the employer as an agency for collective nego- 


tiations than it has been in the past. 

The federation has long resisted this move. Its 
organized crafts have been more interested in main- 
taining their relative advantage in bargaining than 
in

honds three days before the redemption date of the 
most recently called Fourth Liberty Loan bonds, the 
Federal Government’s latest conversion operation is 


‘now complete and therefore subject to analysis. 


Under the unprecedented offering of the Treasury, 
holders of the 4% per cent Fourth Liberty Loan bonds 
called last April for conversion or redemption on Oct. 
15 might do any one of three things. First, they 
might exchange their high-rate bonds for 10 to 12- 
year bonds bearing 1 per cent less interest. Second, 


‘they might exchange them for 2% per cent notes 


Third, they might ignore 
the conversion alternatives altogether and take the 
cash. What they did was to take $596,000,000 worth 
of the notes, $490,000,000 of the bonds and leave $259,- 
000,000 to be paid off at par value. 

Whether Treasury officials are justified in regard- 
ing this refunding operation as successful depends

In- 
deed, after only four years, the Treasury will be 
faced with the maturity of nearly $600,000,000 worth 
of notes taken in exchange for called bonds whose 
form would have made it possible for them to run 
until 1938.

NATION-WIDE GRADE-CROSSING REMOVAL. 

The plan for a widespread campaign of grade- 
crossing elimination as a work-relief measure, now 
under consideration by the President, is worthy of 
high commendation. No more necessary or practical 
form of public works could be conceived. Since it is 
estimated that 75 per cent of the expenditure on the 
| proposed billion-dollar scheme would go directly to 
| labor, it would have an immediately helpful effect 
on the unemployment situation. 

This problem is one that remains insistent. With 
an estimated 10,000,000 jobless workers, it will be 
| with us for many months, perhaps years. Their relief 
is a continuing public responsibility, and if the Gov- 
ernment decides to continue the work-relief method, 
the grade-crossing project would be the ideal means 
to the end. 

The grade crossing has been for years a menace 
to the traveling public. Last year, 1360 persons 
were killed and 4430 injured in collisions between 
trains and automobiles. Despite the progress being 
| made by railroads and units of government in build- 
ing overpasses and underpasses, the toll is actually 
'increasing. In 1932, 1140 deaths, or 3.9 per cent of 
the total motor fatalities, occurred at grade cross- 
ings, while the 1933 mortality was 4.55 per cent of 


the total. The number of these crossings, too, is 
growing, for highway construction is proceeding 
faster than crossing elimination. 

The tragic toll is wholly unnecessary. Had the 
estimated 240,000 grade crossings in the country been 
eliminated, these deaths would not have occurred. 
| Local regions and the railroads have been unable to 
! finance the work. It remains for the Government to 
undertake it as a public works measure, perhaps with 
assistance from local units and the rail systems. 


With the arrival of the new high-speed streamlined 
train, the task becomes an urgent necessity if the. 
| mortality is not to increase to huge figures. 

Work on such a program would be available all 
over the country, in rural regions as well as cities. 
Effects would be visible to all, and immediate. There 
would be no more improvised work, such ag the rak- 
ing of leaves with which some communities occu- 
pied their CWA forces last year. There would be no 
more construction of doubtful necessity, the upkeep 
of which is a continuing expense. 

The Post-Dispatch long has urged grade-crossing 
elimination as the most logical method of providing 
work while filling a national need. Reduction of ac- 
_cidents, preservation of life and property, facilitation 
of traffic and benefits to industry and labor are bound 

up in the scheme, It is a great opportunity for the 
country.

That “if” is broad 
enough to cover the entire world of non-Nazi (not 
necessarily anti-Nazi) thought. 

The ukases recited above are not slanders against 


Germany by persons out of sympathy with its pres- 
ent Government. They were laid down in a recent | 
address by Hans Frank, Nazi Commissar for the ju- 
diciary and president of the German Law Academy. 

There may have been some persons who, while sym- 
pathizing with the spirit which caused Harvard to re- 
ject a $1000 Nazi scholarship recently offered, felt 
that the action might cause some student to be de- 
prived of educational privileges in one of Germany's 
distinguished universities. The plight of German 
education, as disclosed by the speaker quoted, shows 
of how little real worth such a scholarship would 
have been for a student interested in anything other 
than the Nazi ideology.

| A CAMPAIGN AGAINST DEAFNESS. 

It is estimated that there are 3,000,000 children 
| and 10,009,000 adults in the United States suffer- 
|ing from impaired hearing, and that the number is 
|constantly increasing. Perhaps a majority of deaf 
persons are beyond medical help; they must go 
through their lives shut off from easy communica- 
tion with their neighbors, barred from conversation, 
from the theater, from the concert and lecture hall, 
from so many of the fine things of life. Worse, they 
frequently suffer from economic stress, since most 
jobs require sound hearing. 

This week, throughout the country, has been set 
'aside as National Hearing Week. Its aims are “to 
| acquaint the people of America with the growth and 
_seriousness of partial or total loss of hearing, and 
the efforts being made for the prevention of deaf- 
ness, conservation of hearing and the rehabilitation 
of the deafened.” In St. Louis, a program has been 
arranged by the St. Louis League for the Hard of 
Hearing, 4527 Westminster place, consisting of lip- 
reading demonstrations, radio addresses by such 
medical experts as Dr. E. T. Senseney and Dr. Stan- 
ley Burns and other features of interest to the deaf. 

Of particular appeal is the movement, to be dis- 
cussed, to prevent deafness among school children. 
Injuries to the middle ear in childhood are a prolific 
cause of deafness and, in many cases, can be treated 
to save the child from lifelong unhappiness. Since 
any parent’s child may suffer this affliction, it be- 
comes a matter of general public interest to know 
what is being done to guard against deafness in the 
schools. We imagine National Hearing Week will 
save many a child from deafness and will be of com- 
fort and help to many persons already deaf.

LAND OF FAR DISTANCE. By Black Bill 
Craig. (Farrar & Rinehart, New York 
City.) 


“DR LACK BILL” CRAIG is a British ad- 
venturer who has spent many years 
in the cattle countries of the Argen- 
tine. Paraguay and Brazil. 

The present Odyssean narrative begins in 
1931, when he was enjoying life hugely, 
usual, in the Gran Chaco of Pararuay, hunt- 
ing and feasting with the Indians and hob- 
nobbing with the few white men of the re- 
gion, most of whom, it wouid seem, had 
rather “gone native.” He would be there 
yet, perhaps, but for the pig-headedness of 
Paraguayan officials: ¢:r he strongly dis- 
agrees with those travelers who persist in 
describing the Gran Chaco as a “green hell.” 
He grants that mosquitoes and alligators 
abound, and admits that holes must be cut 
in one’s boots to let the water out. But 
there’s something about the country; and 
Black Bill loves it. He would probably feel 
the same way about any country where he 
could indulge his highly exceptional appetite 
for living, free of all artificial restraints. 

When the war broke out between Para- 
guay and Bolivia, plain speaking of an un- 
patriotic nature resulted in Bill’s arrest on a 
false charge of horse-stealing Escaping 
from prison, he set out with his favorite 
horse, Bobby, for Brazil—and what a ride 
that was! MHorse-lovers, especially, should 
find delight in the author’s account thereof, 
for Bill knows horses, and to know them 
truly, it seems, is to love them passionately. 
Without-the slightest hint of sentimentalism, 
this “Bobby horse” is made to seem the 
august person that he doubtless was. 

At the end of his lonely ride of about 
600 miles, Bill collided with the Brazilian 
revolution of 1932, and having nothing else 
to do at the moment, he joined up as a ma- 
chine-gunner—carelessly choosing the wrong 
side. But the way is the goal for men of 
Black Bill’s breed, and hs managed to have 
a wonderful time. The brisk little Battle of 
Sao Roque, in which he participated with 
characteristic gusto, would have been enough 
to pay for the hardships involved. 

There has been so much Sick-mindedness 
In contemporary literature that it is a joy 
to run across a book like Bill's. He nurses 
no grouches against life or the world. There 
is no maggot in his brain, no fever in his 
blood. His love of life is of the deep, un- 
conscious sort—too deep for any morbid fear 
of losing it. Curiously enough, he is not, as 
might be supposed, of a crude, semi-primitive 
type. He is educated, knows his modern 
world, thinks clearly, often deeply; and his 
feeling for the beauty and wonder of things 
is profound.

Ben James should hasten to make his ac- 
quaintance, for reasons that will be clear 
when they read “The Secret Kingdom.”

Veblen’s death, what might well have 
seemed his personal worldly defeat has 
been turning rather apidly into impersonal 
spiritual victory.

Committee to Attend Conven- 
tion and Try to Bring 1935 
Meeting to St. Louis. 


A committee of St. Louis members 
of the American Legion, headed by 
Mayor Dickmann, will leave for 
Miami, Fla., Wednesday to attend 
the 1934 National Convention of the 
Legion and attempt to obtain 
the 1935 convention for St. Louis. 

This year’s convention does not 
start until Oct. 22 and most of the 
St. Louis delegation will not start 
for Miami until Oct. 19, but the 
Mayor and the rest of the commit- 
tee, which is known as the 1935 
Corporation, want to reach the con- 
vention city in advance of the open- 
ing date so as to have plenty of 
opportunity to consult with nation- 
al officials of the Legion regarding 
the 1935 convention. 

Al J. Haemerle, local Legion offi- 
cial and executive vice-president of 
the 1935 Corporation, intends to 
estabiish a headquarters at Miami 
to build up his convention organiza- 
tion. Several other large cities are 
expected to bid for the 1935 con- 
vention, among them Los Angeles. 

The St. Louisans hope that Legion 
officials will consider the advan- 
tages of the new Municipal Audi- 
torium, having a large convention 
hall and four small halls for com- 
mittee meetings.

The congregation of the Evane 


gelical Church of the Holy Ghost, 
said to be the oldest German Prot- 


estant congregation in St. Louis, 
will celebrate the 100th anniversary 
of its founding with special services 
at the church, 4916 Mardel avenue, 
beginning today and _ extending 
through Oct. 28. 

The congregation’s first church 
building was erected in 1840 at Sev- 
enth boulevard and Clark street. In 
1859 it moved to a new church at 
Eighth and Walnut streets and 
later, from 1896 to 1923, worshipped 
in a third building at Grand and 
Page boulevards. The first unit of 
the present church building was 
erected in 1928. 

The first entry in the church's 
records is of a wedding performed 
Jan. 2, 1834, by the first minister, 
the Rev. Christian Rudolph Korn- 
doerfer. In all, 14 ministers have 
served the congregation, the pres- 
ent one being the Rev. Ralph C. 
Abele. The longest service was that 


of the Rev. J. G. Eberhard, minis-

“The problem of the displaced 
tenant farm family is perhaps the 
most serious of all,” Blackell says. 
“A parallel research project carried 
on in three counties in the center 
of the tobacco and cotton region 
of the State reveals that, where the 


tenancy rate is high, tenant dis- 
placements have been frequent. 
Furthermore, evidence indicates 


that the acreage reduction program 
is aggravating the problem... . 

“The problem of permanently re- 
habilitating 6000 or 7000 displaced 
tenant farm families in Eastern 
North Carolina is a nice one to test 
our ability in social and agricul- 
tural planning. With acreage being 
reduced, reabsorption into the ex- 
isting economy of the region seems 
impossible. Not as much daily farm 
labor—almost the only source of in- 
come of the displaced tenant farm 
family in some sections—will be re- 
quired to cultivate and harvest the 
reduced crop. The families have 
little experience in anything other 
than farming. Land and credit must 
be made available if these families 
are to be self-supporting. Rising 
prices for farm products do not help 
the farmer who does not have a 
crop to tend.”

: [TH the manifest superiority 
in three holdover pictures in 
St. Louis this week,.it would

Yachts, motorboats, cruisers 
and other craft were getting under way and 
sputtering off in all directions. 
Lewis lashed the tiller. 
“Let's eat,” he suggested, and they did

Meanwhile. there was consterna 
tion ashore. Mrs. White insists 
she felt in her bones that some- 
thing was wrong before dark- 
ness fell. It made her so nerv 
ous she simply had to get out 
of the house and down to the 
North Hempstead Yacht Club. 
A good friend, an excellent 
swimmer, had drowned in the 

sound during the week. 
It was dark when her coupe 
stopped on the club drive. 
Agitation had beaten her to the 
club. Bertha’s father and her 
brother. Paul, had already noti- 
fied the Port Washington harbor 
police and the Coast Guard. The 
search was under way. Commodore 
N. H. Vanderwall, Albert Copp, Har- 
old Giegerman, Gus Mischler and a dozen 
other club members added their yachts to 
the hunt. Searchlights stabbed the surface 
of the sound.

sentence of 16 years in the peniten- 
tiary; to a 22-year-old American di- 
vorcee, the overshadowing of what 
had seemed a happy, romantic future. 
These are the protagonists. The story 
which proved so crucial to all of them 
has been chronicled as follows: 

July 11, 1933. It is almost night. 
A sharp, persistent drizzle weaves its 
ashen shroud in the dusk over the 
city. Charles Frederick Whalley, re- 
tired second lieutenant in the Royal 
Flying Corps, turns the corner from 
Avenida Isabella la Catolica, Mexico 
City’s financial center, into Avenida 
Uruguay and approaches the side en- 
trance of the Bank of Montreal. A 
Basque beret-pushed back on his head 
reveals his aggressive, ruddy. face, 
tanned on the golf course of thé Mex- 
ico City Country Club, where Whalley 
is one of the most. proficient players. 
He is six feet tall and a heavy gray 
topcoat emphasizes the 200 - pound 
bulk of his form. At 35 this athletic 
Englishman has the figure of an 
American football linesman. 


doorway Whalley is saluted by the 

Mexican watchman, who sits there 
waiting for the bank employes to leave 
the building after their day’s work. 
Although the watchman recalis that 
Whalley has been away for several 
months, he has been accustomed to his 
daily comings and goings for years 
and sees no reason why he should not 
go in now. 

Whalley moves towards the back 
offices of the bank, behind imposing 
rows of bronze and glass cages. He 
greets the workers at their desks and 
they nod or wave to him in turn. He 
looks around to see if everyone he 
knew is still in the office. At one 
desk he stops to chat for a while. The 
man is putting away pens, rulers, pa- 
pers for the night, but he looks up in 
astonishment on hearing the English- 
man remark that he is no longer an 
employe of the bank—that they have 
fired him. In a sympathetic voice he 
tells Whalley he is sorry. 

‘Well, I'll be seeing you, old man,’’ 
Whalley tells him in a colorless voice 
and walks away toward the anteroom 
of the manager's office. Here he stops 
for a moment and listens at the door. 
He seems to have reached his des- 
tination and stands for a moment lis- 
tening to the low murmur of voices 
beyond the door. Hesitant and appar- 
ently uncertain what to do next, 
Whalley pushes the door open, glances 
hurriedly around the room, mumbles 
an apology and withdraws, shutting 
the door behind him. He is obvious- 
ly overwrought, and seems excited by 
something he has seen within the 
room...Suddenly he wheels around, 
swings the door open with his left 
hand and draws a .38-caliber auto- 
matic pistol from the pocket of his 
gray topcoat. 

For a second the gun is leveled at 
one of the men in the room. The 
man faces Whalley, but another, with 
his back to the muzzle of the gun, is 
between them. Slowly Whalley’s vic- 
tim. rises slightly in his chair. The 
bistul cracks and David Burton 
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his training period with the 
Corps. 


Emeno, superintendent of the 
Bank of Montreal, crumples 
to the floor. He is dead. 

Whalley strolls out the 
door and listlessly throws the 
heavy pistol to the floor of 
the anteroom. He slumps ina 
chair, seemingly exhausted. 
Presently a_ police officer 
comes in, takes him by the 
arm and leads him to a wait- 
ing automobile at the side 
door. 

Whalley was taken to the 
central police station and 
deposited in a temporary 
cell, where, some time later, 
detectives came to question 
him. 

Charlie Whalley, born in 
Scarborough, Yorkshire, was 
16 when he got his first job 
in a bank, the National Pro- 


vincial Bank's Batley branch, W halley, 
in England. He worked there as he made 


for several years and in Feb- 


his plea 
ruary, 1917, threw up his job 
during the 
to enlist. He became a mem- 
ber of the Royal Flying Corps final 
and served as second lieu- hearing 


tenant until 1919. At that of his trial. 


time he was placed on the re- 
tirement list, partly owing to 
his nervous temperament. 
Flying did not agree with 
him. So he returned to the 
bank and drew a salary of 
$600 a year as clerk. 

Whalley wanted to come to 
America and eagerly accepted 
a job with the Bank of Mon- 
treal, in Canada. He was 
there until 1927, when he 
was transferred to the post 
in Mexico City. Here he re- 
ceived, in addition to _ his 
salary, a membership in the 
Mexico City Country Club. 
After a time he was promoted 
to a managerial position in 
the Credit and Documents De- 
partment, at a- salary of 
$3000 a year. 

Meanwhile he had made 
many friends, people who fre- 
quented the club, Americans, 
Englishmen, other nationals 
who had settled in the Mex- 
ican capital. Among them was 22- 
year-old Louise Arnold, a redheaded, 
vivacious American from Los Angeles. 
Born in Mexico, she had come back 
here to live after getting a divorce 
from her husband. She and Whalley 
rapidly became good friends. They 
fell in love and determined to get 
married. But there was one thing 
that made Whalley decide to delay 
the wedding. 


NE of the bank employes, A. R. 
() sunre the chief accountant, 
kept telling Whalley that there 
were plans to send him to the Ottawa 


branch of the bank. Though he 


. thought Munro was teasing him, 


knowing of his plans to get married 
and of his affection for his present en- 
vironment and way of living, Whalley 
nevertheless postponed getting mar- 
ried until his position seemed more se- 
cure. The transfer to Ottawa might— 
if it did take place—deprive him of a 
bonus and a vacation to which he 
knew he was entitled by reason of his 
service in Mexico City. 

Whalley ran into Munro one after- 
noon in the bar at the Mexico City 
Country Club. They chatted about 
the depression and about the number 
of bank employes who had lost their 
places. Again the subject of Whalley’s 
transfer to Ottawa was brought up. 
He insisted that Munro tell him how 
he knew so much about it—exactly 
what was the source of Munro’s infor- 
mation. And Munro refused to tell 
him. Later they went up to Whalley’s 
apartment and the topic was resumed. 
Playfully fingering a pistol, Whalley 
again insisted on knowing the details, 
but Munro again refused: The two 
were together several times during 
the ensuing fortnight, at the end 
of which Whalley was scheduled to 
leave on his vacation. They dined to- 
gether, Whalley and Mrs. Arnold paid 
Munro a visit in his apartment, they 
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played golf together twice. 

Meanwhile Whalley 
searched his memory to 
find some reason why 
Emeno, the branch 
bank’s  superintend- 
ent, might have it in 
for him. There had 
been some unpleas- 
antness about a 
check, he recalled, 
but that didn’t 
seem to explain it. 
Nevertheless he had 
a distinct intuition 
that he was not in 
his superior’s good 
graces. He sensed 
that Munro was right 
and that Emeno was 
trying to find a pretext 
to get him out of the of- 
fice. 

In December, 1932, Whalley 
was told to take his two months’ 
vacation. He was given a bonus of 


$50 and ordered to report to Ottawa 


when the vacation was over. The blow 
had fallen. 

Whalley went home to Scarborough 
for a holiday. While he was there, 
staying with his mother, he received 
new orders. Instead of reporting to 
Ottawa he was to take up his duties 
in London when the two months were 
up. Shortly afterwards an even more 
unwelcome change in orders came to 
him. He was not to go to London; 
he was fired. 

The bank compensated Whalley for 
his dismissal by paying him $950, a 
Sizable fraction of his annual salary. 
But this was a poor substitute for the 
loss of his job, his life insurance and 
his pension rights—to say nothing of 
his fiancee. It was all a tremendous 
disappointment 

Despite his discouragement, how- 
ever, Whalley had to go up to Lon- 
don to look for another job. While

he was about it, he thought he might 
as well drop in at the London branch 
of the bank and see whether he could 
learn the cause for his dismissal. He 
talked to a friend there, a man named 
McQueen, and discovered that there 
had been a confidential letter from 
Mexico which contained the desired 
information. Apparently Emeno’s rea- 
son for suggesting his transfer and 
the bank’s reason for dismissing him 
afterwards had been that he was al- 
leged to have ‘‘threatened’’ employes 
of the Mexico City branch. He wrote 
to the central office at Montreal ask- 
ing for an interview; his letter was 
not answered. 

Reluctantly Whalley was obliged to 
admit that he would probably be un- 
able to get back into banking. He 
accepted a job as salesman for a

NEW YORK. 
URING the 10 bDrii- 
liant years in which 
he set an unortho- 
dox pace for fellow 
American archi- 
tects, Raymond 
M. Hood, who 
died recently, 
stabbed the metro- 
: politan skies with 
the most challenging towers and sky- 
scrapers big city dwellers have ever 
seen. But it is likely, if one of his 
fondest wishes is carried out, that 
none of these will be his monument. 
Hood's enthusiasm just prior to his 
death at 53 years of age was centered 
upon the idea of carrying the sky- 
scraper into the country for dwelling 
purposes. His partner, J. Andre Fouil- 
houx, is continuing with his plans, and 
unless the backer of the project with- 
draws, the first rural skyscraper, an 
unmarked memorial to a daring archi- 
tectural pioneer, will be erected ona 
beautifully wooded 100-acre tract near 
Dobbs Ferry. Vertical living will 
have come to the suburbs. 

Hood was ever an apostle of the 
skyscraper. He always contended that 
the abundance of light and air it fur- 
nished more than made up, in a large 
city, for the traffic congestion its pres- 
ence inevitably caused. To clinch his 
point, he frequently pointed out the 
superiority of .working conditions in 
a high-up American office to those 
in the squat, dark, and sometimes 
poorly ventilated offices in Europe. 
It was his delight to remind lunch- 
eon audiences of this after some- 
one had rapped the growing con- 
gestion and called for aé_e greater 
spreading out of buildings. Traf- 
fic, Hood always held, is controlla- 
ble, if the authorities go about the 
task scientifically. 

Some months ago a financier went 
to the firm of Hood & Fouilhoux and 
said: ‘I’ve got 100 acres of wonder- 
ful woodland near Dobbs Ferry. |! 
want to divide it into one, one-and-a- 
half and two-acre plots and construct 
a group of one-family houses to sell 
for $25,000 to $50,000 each. I'd like 
to have you draw up plans.”’ 


HE architects carefully parceled 

out the plots and drew plans of 

curving roads and private drives 

throughout. Then they stood aghast 
at their work. 

“The trouble was,’ Fouilhoux ex- 
plained a few days ago, “‘that every 
time we created a road we had to cut 
down some of those tall, leafy trees 
that had been growing more beautiful 
for ages. It made for a fearful car- 
nage of forestry, and we both laid 
down our pencils and pondered.’ It 
seemed such a crime to destroy so 
much natural beauty.’’ 

Hood’s skyscraper complex, fer- 
menting in the depths of his subcon- 
scious mind, boiled over. He demand- 
ed to know why a single tall building 
could not be erected on three and one- 
half acres of the estate, leaving each 
occupant of Country Tower, as he 
called it, free to survey, and use, the 
rest of a truly kingly domain, un- 
spoiled by the ax of the woodsman. 

It didn’t seem such a smart idea at 
first, but as it grew and developed, it 
became more and more feasible. A 20- 
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story scale model was built and ex- 
hibited at the Museum of Modern Art, 
where it provoked comment of many 
sorts. As is usual with a Hood cre- 
ation, the model caused some to say, 
‘“Nut!’’ Others observed new virtues 
in it. Just before his death Hood de- 
cided that the scale model used up too 
great a percentage of floor space in 
elevator wells, so he drew a broader 
plan on a 15-story basis. Death caught 
him suddenly in the midst of his latest 
sensation. 

While Country 
Tower is neither 
anapartment 
house in the 
country nor a sub- 
stitute for a coun- 
try house, Hood 
felt that it ful- 
filled a definite 
need. But his sky- 
scraper complex 
may have been 
molding his en- 
tire thought when 
he wrote in a 
prospectus: 
“There is a dis- 
tinct class of peo- 
ple who, either 
from a nomadic 
desire never to 
stay long in one 
place, or from a 
distaste of petty householder’s worry, 
do not want the burden and respons!- 
bility of a country house. Yet they 
dislike the grime and noise of the 
city, love the quiet charm of the 
country and would like to live there 
part or all of the time. 

“In this Country Tower they may 
establish a home with one or more 
floors arranged in every detail to suit 
themselves. Here they may have the 
use of a swimming pool, tennis and 
squash courts, ample playgrounds for 
their children and private gardens for 
their own recreation and relaxation. 
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Raymond M. Hood, 
who revised the plans 
just before he died. 
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‘*Maintained alone, 
such advantages are often 
prohibitive, but shared 
with 10 or 15 others, 
they are feasible. The 
tower form insures their 
interior privacy and bos- 
quets, with shrub-hidden 
tea tables, guarantee 
their seclusion in the 
gardens. In such a place 
the tenant may come and 
go with no more compli- 
cation than the turning 
of the key in the door.’’ 


Hood’s original idea was that the 
apartments should be owned on the 
co-operative plan, as in many New 
York apartment buildings. 


But the 
the economic § situation 


might make it more practical for the 
promoter to operate the tower on a 
rental basis, 
ment of major proportions. 

One of the attractive features of the 
plan is that none of the apartments is 
stereotyped. Flues and plumbing mains 
are so ‘located that the tenant or sin- 
gle apartment owner may change the 
layout to his heart’s desire.

This model of the Appian Way was 
built in the Bureau of Public Roads 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture after extended and intens- 
ive research. It has recently been put 
on display in duplicate in the National 
Museum at Washington, the Rosen- 
wald Museum of Science and Industry 
in Chicago, and the New York Muse- 
um of Science and Industry. The de- 
signers believe it is the first to pre- 
sent an authentic view of Roman 
roads and travel 
in miniature. 

As pictured on 
this page, the 
model represents 
a 64-foot section 
of the ‘‘queen of 
far - stretching 
roads"’ and_ typi- 
fies the great sys- 
tem of 372 main 
roads with a total 
length of 53,658 
Roman miles, 
linking the far 
corners of the 
empire with the 
Golden Mile- 
stone in the Im- 
perial City, reach- 
ing into Western 
Asia and North- 
ern Africa, ex- 
tending as far 
east as Damas- 
cus and Edissa, 
as far south as 
Tunis, Algiers, Cairo and Luxor, as 
far west as Lisbon and Oporto, as far 
north as Budapest, Vienna, the Sol- 
way Firth and the River Tweed. 

Via Appia ran south through Capua 
to Brundisium and its Adriatic sea- 
port, Hydruntum. The distance was 
412 miles. Thence, by ship and con- 
necting highways, the ancient traveler 
had the choice of three routes to the 
Far East. 

The road placed Rome in commu- 
nication with Southern Italy, Sicily, 
Africa and Asia. Like other Roman 
roads, it was used by regular freight, 
express and ‘‘mail’’ service. There 
were traffic laws and ‘weight offi- 
cers.’’ There was a system of “relays”’ 
or rest stations 6 to 13 miles apart, 
“mansions” for the night's lodging 28 
to 37 miles apart, and “stations’”’ or 
stop-over places at longer and _ less 
regular intervals.

More than 2000 years ago, the high- 
way system was classified like that of 
Missouri today——the great imperial 
high roads, corresponding with the 
Federal highways of today. the parish 
or “county” highways and, just as to- 
day, the ‘‘farm-to-market"’ roads.

Born in Normandy, 
St. Louis County, he was educat- 
ed in Columbia, Missouri, whither 
his family moved when he was a 
child. He attended day schools 
there, and afterwards the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, where he took 
four degrees—aA. B., Pe. B. ( Bach- 
elor of Pediatrics), A. M., LL. B. 
While still at law school and do- 
ing honor work, he taught modern 
languages to undergraduates. 
Then he was principal of Colum- 
bia High School, but quit this to 
accept a fellowship for study of 
political and social sciences at 
Cornell University. There he also 
specialized in philosophy and re- 
ligion. Returning to St. Louis, 
Gerling was successively principal 
of three schools, then Assistant 
Superintendent. 


HE Superintendent is a 
short man, who wears gray 
suits and starched collars; 
slightly bent and distinctly 
scholarly-looking, he is the arch- 
type of the old-fashioned  ed- 
ucator; courteous, dignified and 
somewhat dogmatic. He is gen- 
tle and sympathetic with those 
he meets; his secretary can’t 
prevent him from protracting con- 
ferences beyond the time al- 
lotted on his crowded schedule. 
He strokes his sharp, little, gray 
Van Dyke beard as he talks, a pic- 
ture of impatient energy, bending 
a thoughtful glance under mobile 
eyebrows. Somethiug forthright 
in his manner—an _ undeniable, 
frank, appealing quality—causes 
even enemies to call him sincere. 
He is a true Victorian—a reac- 
tionary, his critics say—but he 
thinks of himself as a liberal: a 
liberal autocrat, perhaps. 

The Superintendent believes in 
“sound”’ education and stands for 
high morals and idealism in a 
world he conceives to be some- 
what degenerate and far too much 
concerned with ‘‘convenience and 
self-interest.’’ Once he _ rejected 
an excellent sociology textbook be- 
cause it held that all life is ‘‘con- 
ditioned on food and sex.’ He is 
master of tact and financial prob- 
lems, both of which qualities have 
made possible his surprisingly 
good relations with the Board of 
Education. 


The Victorian Who Heads

Gerling’s ca- 
reer since 1929 
has been a diffi- 
cuit and, at 
times, a stormy 
one. He started 
out by declaring: 
“There will be no 
revolutionary 
changes. ... No 
demotions, no 
ruthlessness.’’ 
Despite this de- 
sire he soon had 
to adopt more 
drastic means to 
reduce incompe- 
tence and get a 
tighter grip on 
the check rein of 
his office. He re- 
instated three as- 
sistants who had 
been considered 
troublesome by 
his predecessors. 
Al! three have 
since been  de- 
moted. He had 
to recommend 
dismissal of sev- 
eral other teach- 
ers and the de- 
motion of une or 
two dissenters in 
higher positions. 
Three months 
later the board 
ratified his 
judgment by 
making him per- 
manent Superin- 
tendent. It had 
made no exhaus- 
tive search for another candidate 
and, though two members object- 
ed to this, there were no dissent- 
ing votes. 

The Superintendent's teria has 
coincided with the depression, ob- 
viously the source of his knottiest 
problems. He fought the Real 
Estate Exchange, trying to pre-

this year it is

000. Gerling has 
been clever about 
his economies 
and in many 
cases was able 
to keep these re- 
strictions from 
hampering the 
quality of the 
schools’ services. 
But im prove- 
ments he always 
hoped to make 
have been cur- 
tailed or _pre- 
vented, even 
when his nimble 
financial mind

Gerling does 
not tolerate 
much  independ- 
ence among his 
su bor dinates. 
Once an assistant 
asked outside advice and institut- 
ed a new policy without Gerling’s 
sanction. The Superintendent de- 
nounced him roundly before the 
board and afterwards made what 
has since become his commonest 
complaint: “We've got entirely 
too many people nosing around be- 
hind my back!’ Such opposition 
has invariably ended badly for

those bold enough to attempt it, 
though Gerling is willing at least 
to discuss new ideas with any of 
them. In 1932, in the biggest 
shakeup the system has seen for 
years, Gerling unseated eight 
assistants, partly because their 
ideas did not harmonize with his. 

The hottest public fight Gerling 
has staged took place last year, 
when a radical night school teach- 
er, J. Clark Waldron, failed of re- 
appointment. Waldron was one 
of over 100 in the same boat, but 
he had taken part in the summer’s 
textile strikes and had been ar- 
rested more than once. As it 
turned out, it was Gerling’s one 
big tactical error. The dismissal 
brought a storm of protests; when 
(partly to shield Waldron) Ger- 
ling at first made fragmentary ex- 
planations and said ‘‘a_ school 
teacher has no right to place him- 
self in a position inviting arrest,”’ 
these grew more violent. Gerling 
doubted the justice of Waldron’s 
arrest; called the dismissal an 
economy measure. Admitting this 
possibility, the Post-Dispatch com- 
mented editorially that Gerling's 
act was ‘‘a blow to academic free- 
dom.’ This Gerling still denies, 
though admitting the question is 
one of interpretation. He feels 
he should prevent teachers from 
giving ‘‘political opinions as 
facts."’ 


HE autocratic streak in the 
Superintendent appeared 
again during the strike of 
pupils who objected when Glasgow 
School became a Negro institution. 
Sure of his rights and the wisdom 
of the change (the section where 
the school was located was fast be- 
coming a Negro neighborhood), 
Gerling would not see strike rep- 
resentatives and called in truant 
officers to end the disturbance. 

A different side of the Super- 
intendent’s character came out 
when two banks in which pupils’ 
funds were deposited shut their 
doors. Gerling promptly guaran- 
teed $25,000 out of his own pock- 
et, saying he had to “save the 
honor of the school system,’’ 
which had sponsored the savings 
plan. Always a moral idealist, he 
wouldn't have the children’s faith 
in thrift shaken, even by depres- 
sion catastrophes.

Being a moralist of the old 
school, Gerling indorsed the Le- 
gion of Decency’s fight for purity 
in movies. Despite a rather un- 
compromising attitude towards 
freedom of conscience and intel- 
lect, however, he is an astute ed- 
ucator. His (slightly wordy) 
speeches are filled with precepts 
like these: ‘‘No system can con- 
vert a person of mediocre capabil- 
ity into one of brilliance.’’” ‘Our 
business is not leveling down, so 
that all shall be alike because 
none are superior.” “It is some- 
thing beyond the accumulation of 
information that qualifies a teach- 
er. ... Brains cannot do duty for 
character.” ‘‘Religion and _ the 
home must do their share.’ ‘Let 
us make our work a holy pur- 
pose,”’ 

Personally a devout man, Ger- 
ling is a member of the Second 
Baptist Church, and formerly 
taught Sunday school. He is a 
leader in charitable and welfare 
activities, a Scottish Rite Mason, 
an Odd Fellow, an enthusiastic 
gardener and a lover of trees. His 
wife is a former University of 
Missouri classmate; they have two 
children, one the wife of a school 
principal. 

When the Superintendent was 
re-elected last Jantiary, the occa- 
sion prompted board members to 
express themselves freely on his 
abilities. They called him just, 
fair, cultured and gifted with 
broad vision—-among other 
things. It was proposed that his 
salary be doubled (it is now 
$9900) and an increase of $6000 
was actually voted—payable when 
times improve. Gerling allayed 
expressed fears of the public by 
saying he wouldn't accept the 
increase, which was tentatively 
scheduled to take effect last July. 
At a public dinner in his honor 
1300 were present and many were 
turned away. Gerling genuinely 
hates adulation—nhe even objects 
to being referred to as doctor, de- 
spite his three honorary doctor- 
ates. 

‘We are here,’ he told his ad- 
mirers, ‘‘to do honor to the cause 
that refines human beings from 
the dross of the earth to the gold 
of the spirit. ... As missionaries 
of the cause of human uplift.’’

When Bilbo’s opponent rode up 
he found that the singing, organ- 
playing parson had already won 
the hearts of the electorate. So 
the half-starved seventh son of a 
piney woods farmer deserted the 
teaching business for politics and 
became State Senator. 

Three years later, in 1910, Bil- 
bo got his first notoriety. It was 
during the election of a United 
States Senator—a choice which 
used to take place in the 
Legislature. Bilbo had _ consis- 
tently supported Senator James 
K. Vardaman, leader of all 
State politics, during a 55-day 
deadlock. Suddenly he switched 
his vote to Vardaman’s oOp- 
ponent. Two days __ later the 
defeated incumbent stood in a 
Jackson theater and announced 
that Bilbo had been bribed. Bil- 
bo’s answer was to stand up and 
wave a bundle of bills in the faces 
of the audience and to say that he 
had accepted the $645 which had 
been offered him by an interme- 
diary, only to trap the candidate

for whom he had voted. Despite 
the fact that the bills proved later 
to have been issued after the al- 
leged bribery, Bilbo was acquitted. 
Later the Senate pronounced him 
“unfit to sit with honest, upright 
men in a respectable legislative 
body’’ and asked him to resign. 
He refused and presently, as Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, 
the unflattering resolution was ex- 
punged from the records. 

During the campaign for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Bilbo was struck 
by an angry citizen, with a pistol. 
Campaigning with the stitches in 
the wound still theatrically appar- 
ent, he was elected as a martyr to 
the popular cause. He had gotten 
to the second rung of a ladder 
leading to dictatorship. 


ILBO was only 38 years old 
Bere: he was made Gover- 

nor, the youngest man ever 
to hold the office in this State. 
At that time an account in the 
press noted that ‘even his 
enemies concede that he is un- 
usually intellectual.”” It was an 
ill-chosen word. But Bilbo is 
intelligent. 

His first term as Governor be- 
gan in 1916, during the World 
War, and Bilbo, who was pleased 
that his State was one of the first 
to ratify national prohibition, 
made an excellent war-time lead- 
er. He hoed his garden, knitted 
socks for the soldiers, stopped 
public hangings — though not 
lynchings—restored the old State 
Capitol, built a new tuberculosis 
sanatorium, increased funds for 
public schools. His friends called 
him ‘‘Bilbo the Builder.’’ But his 
building was not all that the Gov- 
ernor tried to accomplish. He had 
the courage to try to put through 
a law forcing farmers to dip their 
cattle to rid them of ticks. That 
was not intended to be funny, for 
Bilbo has virtually no sense of 
humor. The tick situation, it 
seems, had gotten so bad that 
neighboring states put up barbed 
wire fences on the Mississippi bor- 
ders and enforced an indefinite 
quarantine. But the issue was po- 
litical dynamite. 

Bilbo, who was prevented by the 
State Constitution from succeed- 
ing himself as Governor, lost 16 
out of 17 counties in his cam- 
paign for Congressman on the 
tick issue. It was only one of his 


presided while /-

disasters; presently he recovered 
his prestige. 

In 1923 Bilbo staged another 
tour de force, similar in its ir- 
relevancy to the organ-playing 
campaign. After the tick bill de- 
feat he had retired to his pecan 
orchard in Poplarsville. There he 
was served with a subpena; he 
was a needed witness in a $100,- 
000 seduction suit filed by a Jack- 
son stenographer against Bilbo’s 
friend and former lieutenant, 
Governor Lee Russell. 

Bilbo refused to testify against 
his old friend and was. sent 
to jail for a month on contempt 
charges. 

That was the occasion for a tre- 
mendous demonstration. The 
chancellor of the university 
brought his meals. Admirers sent 
books, flowers, cigars. Bilbo was 
again a martyr and again he made 
good political capital of his mis- 
fortunes. Though he was defeat- 
ed in the gubernatorial election-—— 
only one man had been able to win 
two terms since the Civil War— 
Bilbo came so close to winning 
that he had a landslide victory 
four years later. 

Bilbo’s third campaign for the 
governorship was a triumph of 
whirlwind campaigning. With a 
vitrified brick in one hand and a 
school book in the other; Bilbo 
went barnstorming to every ham- 
let of the State. On the stump he 
performs miracles of gyration, and 
his two symbols saw some dan- 
gerous action. The _ platform? 
Bilbo wanted to institute a State 
printing press for school texts and 
to use convict labor to pave the 
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roads with $60,000,000 worth of 
vitrified bricks. 

‘‘Lay those vitrified bricks and 
they'll wear 50 years. Turn ‘em 
over and they'll wear another 50. 
Then we'll stand ‘em on end and 
they'll wear forever,’ he shouted. 

When he was elected Bilbo soon 
abandoned the printing press 
scheme, and as to the roads... 
Mississippi has about 57,000. miles 
of roads; when Bilbo came into 
power 850 miles were paved. That 
is about the ratio today. 

The Mussolini of Mississippi had 
learned much since he lost the cat- 
tle-dipping election. He tried his 
best to get roads and a book fac- 
tory, but the Legislature would 
not sanction them. When Bilbo 
found himself blocked, he _ insti- 
tuted a program of investigations 
which caused wholesale resigna- 
tions of his enemies. Then he be- 
gan to look elsewhere for places 


to give his friends. He finally hit 
on the educational system. He 
called a meeting of the trustees of 
the State University and colleges. 
When it was over he walked out 
to see the reporters. 

‘‘Boys,’’ he announced proudly, 
“we've just hung up a new rec- 
ord. We've bounced three college 
presidents and made three new 
ones in the record time of two 


hours. And,” he declared, as he 
adjusted his diamond §stickpin, 
“that’s only the beginning of 
what’s going to happen.’’ It was. 


The three new presidents werea 
Mr. Critz, who had taken five 
years to get his B. S.; a subdivi- 
sion real estate salesman who had 
never been graduated from college 
and another man who had gotten 
his bachelor’s degree the previous 
summer.

ALPH’S confession led to the 
RR avres in Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia, of Howard L. Royston 
and in Grand Junction, Colorado, 
of George J. Abshier as accom- 
plices ef Ralph and Jake Fleagle 
in the holdup and murders.
